Mr Wajda. who directed such 
films as Afar of Iron, about the 
rise of Solidarity. had earlier 
proposed that he provid- 
Ing that the authorities end the 
suspension of the film-makers” 
union “and allow the members 
to elect a leadership of 1heir 
choice. 

Negotiations with the 
Government stalled and some 
film-makers accused Mr Wajda 
of allowing himself to be 
manipulated. Then at the 
weekend the Mayor of Warsaw 
approved a meeting of the filrm- 
makers’ board of control, which 
in turn voted 25 10 eight to 
accept the resignation of Mr 
Wajda, who is Poland's mast 
prominent film director. 1 

The decision to accept his 
resignation showed that a 
grownig number of film-makers 
"accepled the route of normali-

But film-makers present at 
1he meeting said the decision, 
which followed several hours of 
heated discussion, sounded the 
death knell for the union in its 
old independent form.
